WAS THE GOVERNOR DICTATORIAL? 


Governor LaFollette has been subject- 


ed to strong criticism in this campaign 
upon the general ground that he has as- 
sumed power and authority ordinarily 
to be seen in dictatorial forms and that he 
has exercised the authority properly be- 
longing to him in a high-handed and ar- 
bitrary fashion and without regard to the 
rights of coordinate branches of the gov- 
ernment. 


These charges arc based in large part 


upon two situations, one having relation to 
the appointment of members of boards, 
principally the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and the other relating to the special 
session of the legislatuie in 1937. 


As to the first proposition the governor 


appointed a man to the Public Service 
Commission when a vacancy occurred. 
This man was refused confirmation by the 
senate. 
About two years passed during 


which the governor failed to make an- 


- other appointment. But again the same 


man was proposed and again the senate 
declined to confirm him. 


On the face of things this makes a ser- 


ious charge against the governor in that it 
was his duty within a reasonable time to 
fill these appointments and particularly on 
the Public Service Commission where the 
work is so heavy. 


The necessity of confirmation by the 


senate is one of the checks of our demo- 
cratic system. It cannot be avoided upon 
the mere statement, however just, that the 


' senate was wrong. Such a debate is futile. 


The senate had the authority to confirm 
or reject. That authority must be re- 
spected.

at preventing the dilly-dally methods that 
had attended consideration of the same 
bills at the regular session. These bills 
had been shunted around tin town much 
like that box ca: in the recent San Fian- 
Cjsco labor dispute. At the regular ses- 
iion the legislature met four days a week 
for an average of two hours a do>. The 
rules at the special session ordered the 
devotion of eight hours a day for five da\s 
b week to pending business.

The reasonableness of the limit thus im- 
posed may be debatable but even if too 
short it does not impress one as evidence 
of highhandedness in view of the long 
consideration given nearly all of these 
measuies at the regular session.

A GENIUS OF THE LONG AGO 
Leonardo da Vinci is known to most 


people as the man who painted "Mona 
Lisa" and "-The Last Supper" but to the 
historian he is held as one of the geni- 
uses of all time. 


It is strange how many men in the 


15th century towered so high above the 
ordinary run. At the time that Columbus 
was sailing Leonardo had already risen to 
eminence. 


The publication of ihe notebooks kept 


by this energetic Italian discloses how his 
mind grappled not only with the problems 
of the painter and sculptor but with en- 
gineering, architecture, music, medicine 
and the arts of war. 


Leonardo hated wa.-, describing it as 


"that most bestial madness" based upon 
his conclusion that "it is an infinitely 
atrocious thing to take away the life of a 
man," but it was all about him and when 
the duke who ruled his life directed him to 
build forts or devise methods of destroy- 
ing others he had no choice but to comply. 


Thus he wrote of employing poison gas, 


and then, like an humanitarian, he actu- 
ally drew up plans for a mask as a protec- 
tion against it. He drew the sketch of an 
armor-covered fighting car, the first an- 
cestor of the modern tank and he devised 
plans for a submarine. 
It seems ludic- 


rous but while Columbus was buffeting 
head winds on his way to the Azores 
Leonardo was brilliantly outlining the 
necessary factors in creating a flying ma- 
chine. 


How wretched such a man of genius 


must have been to live at a period when 
all the powers and all the arts of men 
were devoted to force and pretense. 


His natural distaste for what he saw 


all about him had a benumbing effect 
upon his inventive powers for in relation 
to the submarine he feared to bring it 
forth lest it would be used to destroy men 
and wrote: 


"How by an appliance many are able 


to remain for some time under water 
and how and why I do not describe my 
method of remaining under water for 
as long a time as I can remain without 
food; and this I do not publish or di- 
vulge on account of the evil nature 
of men who would practice assassina- 
tions at the bottom of the seas by 
breaking the ships in their 
lowest 


parts and sinking them together with 
the crews who are in them."

ble man, "When 
besieged by ambitious 


tyrants I find a means of offense and de- 
fense in order to preserve the chief gift 
of Nature, which is liberty.'' 


Cellini in his diary recalls that Fran- 


cis I said of Leonardo that "no other man 
had come into the world who had attained 
so great a knowledge" which, if true, only 
signifies, too, the depths of his misery at 
his surroundings for they suffer most un- 
der despotism who feel most for liberty.

I. Q., of genius. Look on his card. You can't leave a genius back." 


How simple life would be if one could go on that basis. You g«* a 


genius rating and up you go forever. But when was life simple? Never 
in school, you can be sure. There is nothing so complicated as the growth 
of a child unless it is his mental, moral and physical equipment. Nobody 
is wise enough to understand the being who is the sum of these elements, 
and there is no measure that can safely be accepted for them. Genius 
defies all measures, and so does imbecility. 


The tests that give the I. Q., cannot be a final measure of a child's 


ability. It should never be the sole factor in making a decision about a 
child because it reflects the condition of the child's mind and body only 
of those matters it touched upon, and only at that time in his growth. 
There were so many matters un- 
touched by the tests that the result 
cannot be anything like a sentence 
pronounced by a learned judge. 
But some folk seem to think they 
are just that, a final decree from the 
source of all wisdom, the education- 
al tester.

Madison — The Buckman securi- 


ties company fiasco which several 
months ago resulted in the sentenc-' 
ing of the officers of a prominent 
state capital securities house to the 
state prison, and which left behind 
it a long string of law-suits which 
will require many months to set- 
tle, has had other, more signifi- 
cant results, according to the re- 
cords of state'commissions. 


Undoubtedly as a direct result 


of the Buckman case, which let 
loose an extended volley of crit- 
icism of state officers charged with 
the regulation of security sales and 
operations, securities regulation in 
Wisconsin has become considerably 
more stringent. 


More Suspension 


Suspensions and revocations of 


securities dealers' licenses has in- 
creased substantially, and a pro- 
gram of periodic, unannounced ex- 
aminations of the books of brokers, 
similar' to bank examinations, has 
been inaugurated by the securities 
division in the capitol under its 
nOtv direction. 


When the Buckmon case broke 


the regulation of securities sales 
and operations was entrusted to a 
department of the state nublic ser- 
vice commission. Under its direc- 
tion there, it was shown, action 
was taken against brokers only 
when complaints were received 
from clients or investors 


After the Buckman disclosures, 


the state government reorganiza- 
tion committee transferred the se- 
curities division to the state bank- 
ing commission, where it was re- 
organized. Lawrence Blum, super- 
visor 
under 
the public service 


commission regime, took a leave of 
absence after demotion. Gregory 
Bucnzli. banking commission coun- 
sel, was named to take charge of 
the new bureau 


Under Buenzli's direction, the 


commission started a program of 
examination 
of brokers' 
books. 


Special examiner is J. D. Gannon. 
As a result, from 
July through 


September of this year the securi- 
ties division suspended the deal- 
er's licenses of five houses, and 
was upheld by the commission. In 
several other cases audits by the 
division were followed by a clos- 
ing of business by brokers or by 
a withdrawal of application for a 
license. 


During the 1936-37 year the se- 


curities division under the p.ublic 
service commission didn't revoke 
a single license except in several 
routine cases where partnerships 
changed. 


The securities division today an- 


nounced several new regulations 
to make its supervision of stock 
and bond transactions in the state 
more secure. Dealers applying for 
licenses or license renewals were 
instructed to supply a balance sheet 
of the last preceding month. Agents 
applying for licenses are now re- 
quired to submit their photographs.

ANNUAL UNCIVIL WAR

W 


AR clouds roll up every fall 
and farmers and hunters in- 
trench for action on the 


fields where annually hostilities 
break out. The farmers throw up 
their defenses against the autumnal 
invasion of the hunters and despite 
all that local and national media- 
tors can do, there is usually trou- 
ble. 
Outbreaks are sporadic and 


to be looked for in every section 
where game and birds are found. 
Thev are the sparks which set the 
powder magazines of the yearly 
strife ablaze. The day has not yet 
come when farmers and hunters 
can mingle in harmony. 


Farmers, as the land owners, are 


defending 
their property 
rights 


with all the stubbornness of pa- 
triots holding off bands of maraud- 
ers. 
Hunters ignore boundaries 


and fences as determinedly as ever 
armies broke through barbed-wire 
entanglements. It's an age old war- 
fare. 


If hunters, eager to bag a pheas- 


ant or two or to knock over a hab- 
bit, realized what damage they 
sometimes do to farm property they 
would be more careful and more 
diplomatic. If they put themselves 
in the farmer's position, they would 
realize what they are doing in dash- 
ing on to land for shooting. Pos- 
sibly many hunters are city dwell- 
ers who resent any encroachment 
upon their lawns and homes. Un- 
thinkingly they are violating prin- 
ciples of private property protec- 
tion. 
A farmer's 
lands are his 


pride as certainly as a city man's 
home. 


Farmers Are Reasonable 


Few farmers would object to al- 


lowing hunting privileges on their 
land if properly approached and if 
hunters did not abuse the privileg- 
es. 
All too often the huntsman 


thinks that he will not be detected 
on posted land. He thinks that he 
can "get away with something." An 
approach similar to that of a sales- 
man out for new business might 
get results, where only trouble will 
come from invasion of forbidden 
land. 


Most hunters are thoughtful and 


have a respect for the property of 
others, but those exceptions who 
tear down fence.":, injure livestock, 
damage fields and generally wreck 
the land (hey cover, are the trouble 
makers. Naturallv farmers prepare 
each fall to rencl the invasion of 
these vandals. They are in no mood 
to negotiate with the intruders. 


There Is a Common Ground 
Most farmers, because they are 


close to the land, enjoy the thrills 
of hunting. If oropcrly approached 
they will lend an understanding 
ear to the man who wants to get 
some hunting. The farmer is just 
as integral a part of our population 
as the hunter. If measures can be 
takei: to bring the warring parties 
together, a great advance will be 
made. Farmers 
will 
not worry, 


about damage to their properties 
and hunters will be able to indulge 
in 
their favorite pastime. 
The 


farmer can help the hunter, but it 
is equally true that the hunter can 
help the farmer. 
Both like the 


same things if they only knew it. 
They have a common bond.

Only five short weeks' ago, the 
world trembled on the. brink of 
war. 
Hitler had said he wanted 


part of Czechoslovakia. In a speech 
which the radio carried to many na- 
tions, he declared that if he didn't 
get it 
before Oct. 1 his 
army 


would march in and take it. 


No part of the Czech republic 


had belonged to Germany, but all 
of it had been in the Austro-Hun- 
garian empire. The part Hitler 
wanted was known as the Sudeten 
region, and continued 
German- 


speaking people known as "Sude- 
tens." 


Hitler had a great deal to say 


about the "poor 
Sudetens," but 


many believe that he really want- 
ed was the Sudeten forts. 
If he 


could get them, the rest of Czecho- 
slovakia would be at his mercy. 


Three powerful nations—France, 


Great Britain and Russia—came for- 
ward as friends of the republic. 
They said that if Hitler attacked, 
he would have to fear war from 
them. 


President 
Roosevelt 
sent two 


long cablegrams to Hitler. He did 
not make any statement about what 
was just, or what was unjust, in 
Germany's demands but asked that 
the dispute be settled by reason not 
force. 


Premier Chamberlain of Great 


Britain had made two trips to Ger- 
many, but had come back with the 
report that it was no use to try to 
reason with Hitler. Millions of 
soldiers prepared to march, 
can- 


non were made ready, bombing 
planes were tuned up 
and gas 


masks were passed around. 


Then came a stop, and people 


held their breath 
A meeting took 


place in Munich, a meeting of men 
representing Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Germany. Russia was 
not invited. 


As a result 
of 
the meeting, 


there was peace. Not all are sure 
it was a just peace, but it was 
some kind of peace. It took: a way, 
for the moment, the terrible fear 
of a European war. or perhaps a 
World war. 


Czechoslovakia, as a free nation, 


was born in 1918, but the main part 
of it—Bohemia—was an indepen- 
dent kingdom long ago.

Just now he is planning a 
studio 50-by-80 feet, with a 30-foot 
ceiling, large enough to hold the 
three or four sets necessary to a 
television program of any variety. 
Remember that in television, un- 
like the movies, scenes cannot be 
pieced together. There must be a 
continuous flow of action. 
The 


control man achieves that by 
pressing a button which transfers 
the continuity from one camera to 
another. That sounds simple, but 
it demands that actor, photograph- 
ers, director and control man know 
all the plans perfectly. 


Television settings, incidentally, 


are becoming more realistic. Mich- 
ael 
Weightman-Smith, 
formerly 


San Francisco opera company and 
theatrical designer and now tele- 
vision's first full-time scenic de- 
signer, tells what's being done: 
"About a year ago, we did not 
bother with wallpaper designs on 
studio sets. But today the sensi- 
tivity of television requires close 
attention to pattern and design on 
wall surfaces. 
The same applies 


to furniture, fabrics, floor cover- 
ings, fixtures and costumes. 


"One handicap that persists is 


our inability to reproduce pure 
white or pure black. Our knowl- 
edge of the camera's sensitivity to 


color still is rather 
incomplete. 


Green and blue reproduce in cor- 
responding values of gray. The 
television camera distinguishes be- 
tween natural red hair and dyed 
red nair. 
"Studio action being 
lelevized 


at rather close range, I have found 
it expedient to design each set like 
the panel of a Japanese screen, 
each panel of which comprises a 
separate background. 


"Romantic 
settings, 
such 
as 


moonlit scenes and dark interiors, 
have sot been used yet, but such 
settings are easily possible now 
and probably will become com- 
monplace soon." 


Acting, too, is already beginning 


to have its television "veterans." 
I talked to three. 


"Unless my judgment errs," says 


Arthur Maitland, "we are about to 
see a rejuvenescence of that noble 
art that plays lyric tunes on the 
human heartstrings. The future of 
the theater lies with television." 


Edmonia Nolley declares: 'Tele- 


vision enlarges the actor's perspec- 
tive appreciably. It helps to divest 
one of personal ego; it may even 
tend to undermine the star sys- 
tem." 


Helen Lewis, who played televi- 


sion's first long-run show, a dra- 
matic sketch that ran 14 perform- 
ances, says: "There is something 
very intimate about a camera gaz- 
ing at you several feet away and 
all the world watching through its 
lens. Compared with stage and ra- 
dio.
